the consumers, he may empower a judge to make a 
immary inquiry and report. And if the report be that 
h a combination exists, then the Government 1s to 
ice such article on the free list. The consumers of news, 
bringing their case before the Government, were, there 
justified in believing that, having presented sufficient 
idence to make out a prima facie case, and having ex 
ressed also their willingness to repeat that evidence be 
re the commission of inquiry, the Government was 
und by the statute to prosecute the investigation. In 
eed the language of the order in council authorizing the 
quiry in this case would seem to make this intent of the 
itute perfectly clear, for it says: - The Governor-General 
Council has reason to believe that with regard to new 
ind printing paper there exists a trust,” &c. But it would 
ppear that the Government is not willing to stand sponsor 
the carrying out of its own legislation, now that it is 
be put to practical test They seem to hold that the 
nterests of truth and justice would be best served by put 
ng the Canadian Press Association forward in the pos! 
n of plaintiff. To this the association decidedly objects, 
aiming that the Government should control the inquiry 
nd pay all the costs in connection therewith 
rhe association, through its delegates, impressed upon 

e Minister that it represents only a portion of the con 

imers of paper, and that it should not be called upon to

Projected Consolidation of the Soft 
Fibre Factories. 


Charles R. Flint Back of a Scheme to Join All the Lead- 
ing Twine Manufacturing Companies in the 
Country—Options Said to Have Been 
Given on Most of the Plants.

facturing companies in the United Stat is the latest 
project.

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FAIRLY ACTIVE TRADE. 


Satisfactory Trade at Holyoke—Beiter Conditions in Phila- 
delphia—Fox River Valley Mills Busy—Slower 
Trade in the Miami Valley. 








Rainy weather and a holiday combined have not had a 
good effect on the New York order books. There is 
therefore no improvement in demand to record this week. 
As far as can be learned the situation remains unchanged. 
Quotations, except on the high grade papers, continue 
somewhat weak as a result, so the jobbers say, of com- 
petition among the manufacturers. As one agent put it 
this week: “Buyers are almost afraid to order, as the next 
mill man who calls is apt to give them a little better fig- 
ure.” For this reason, and also on account of some un- 
certainty about business for the next few months, it is 
claimed that orders are being held back. But as stocks 
are admitted to be low it seems fair to assume that there 
will be something for the mills to run on this summer to 
fill the regular demand. Since the spring trade has been 
disappointing, there is a strong feeling in the New York 
market that the loss will be, in part at least, made up by 
an increased consumption the coming summer. Rope 
paper is the only kind that is positively firm. Further 
advances on it may be expected, as the raw material is 
now quoted one-quarter of a cent per pound higher than 
it was last week. Wood manilas are a little uncertain in 
price. For a good No. 1 the quotation is from 2c. up 
For a No. 2, 30 pound basis, 1.95¢. up is being asked. 
Butchers’ is quoted at 1.65c., less 3 per cent. Fibre papers 
are reported at 2%c., and there are rumors of even lower 
figures. Side runs of news are sold at 2.10c., less 5 and 5 
and 3 per cent. off. Book and writings are not in good 
demand. Orders are small, and it is charged that on 
book in particular some of the mills are making slight 
concessions to get the business. On news paper the story 
is that offerings have been made on a basis of 2.15c. de- 
livered. The samples shown are, however, not of the No. 
1 grade. 

Satisfactory Trade at Holyoke.

Business has been moving along quietly for the past 
week, showing at times unexpected activity and falling 
off toward the last of the week. The mill men say that 
trade has been better this month than was expected. 
Prices are stiff, and jobbers have not ceased to complain 
of their treatment by the mills. These complaints have 
become chrenic on the part of the jobbers, and as much 
attention is not given them as formerly, although rea- 
sonable complaints are attended to. It is to be expected 
if there is a reduction in the hours of labor and the cost 
of production increased that there will be a proportional 
increase in the price of paper this fall. It is said that 
some orders have already been placed with this in view.

Active Trade in the Fox River Valley. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

APPLETON, Wis., May 27, 1901.——Such change as is to be 
noted this week in the condition of business is in the line 
of improvement. The mills on the Fox River making 
book and writing papers report that business, which had 
seemed to be easing a little for a couple of weeks previ- 
ously, has taken a fresh start. One mill reports the book- 
ing of an order during the week for 200 tons and other 
large orders are about to be placed. In general mail 
order business in the better grades of paper are entirely 
satisfactory, mills reporting variously that they have or- 
ders ahead for from two to four weeks. In the lower 
grades of paper, news, manilas and fibres, the situation is 
about the same as it has been for several weeks, and while 
the mills as a rule have enough to keep them busy there 
is no particular overplus of orders. There is a general 
feeling all along the line that prices are too low, and do 
not allow more than a mere interest return upon invest- 
ments. Further inquiry this week strengthens the indorse- 
ment of the policy referred to in my last letter of the 
necessity and expediency of manufacturers keeping firmly 
to their respective grades, and using every effort to make 
good papers of their especial kinds and maintaining a fair 
price for them. While there is at present little temptation 
for mills to change about, it seems certain that in the 
state of feeling at present the cutthroat policy that has 
sometimes been instituted in the past will not occur again, 
no matter what the state of the market may be.

Slower Trade in the Miami Valley.

Dayton, Ohio, May 27, 1901.—It cannot be said that 
there has been a marked improvement in trade circles the 
past week.

BRITISH PAPER TOPICS. 


The Paper Market Continues Dull—Employment Has Fallen 
Off in the Paper Trade —Pulp Markets Dull— 
The Star Mills Showing. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Lonpon, May 16, 1901.—The paper market here con- 
tinues dull, and there are no prophets willing to stake their 
reputations in saying when there is to be an improvement 
in conditions. Employment in the paper industry con- 
tinues to fall off. The percentage of unemployed union 
paper makers at the end of April was 3.7 per cent., com- 
pared with 3.1 per cent. in March and 2.1 per cent. in 
April, 1900. These figures are very suggestive. 

The Star Paper Mill Company, in its half yearly bal- 
ance sheet, shows a net profit of £5,138. It is proposed 
that the company declare a dividend of 3s. per share on 
preference and 5s. per share on ordinary shares. The 
mortgage debentures are due on July 31. They will be 
rcnewed at a lower rate of interest and offered first to 
the present holder. 

The pulp markets are quiet. Mechanical is not wanted 
to any extent. While chemical is not at all acitve. 
makers of the latter are firm in their quotations. Bleached 
sulphite is quoted at £12 and unbleached at £9 10s. to 
£9 15s. 

The question of imported paper, and the loss of foreign 
markets by our paper makers, continue to be very live 
topics of discussion, and even the figures for April's busi- 
ness, showing a decrease in imports and an increase in 
exports, are not regarded as showing any permanent im 
provement.

How the “Heathen Chinee” Was Done. 
LFROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincton, D. C., May 27, 1901.—Some timely in 
formation concerning ihe printing paper trade of Hankau, 
China, is just to hand, and manufacturers and exporters 
may derive some profit from a perusal of the same. Most 
oi the paper that has been imported for printing has come 
irom England and Germany. The Chinese made paper is 
dear in comparison with that manufactured in the United 
States, and it is the opinion of one who is in a position to 
know that an immense trade could be built up in this line 
of goods in that country. The following incident, related 
by the United States consul at Hankau, is interesting and 
instructive. It appears that the consul a short time since 
was talking to an active business man, a citizen of the 
United States, who, among other merchandise, had been 
endeavoring to get his share of trade in printing paper 
He called on a firm which buys large quantities of paper, 
and wished to know if he could not sell them some. They 
informed him that they purchased all their paper in Lon 
don at a cheaper rate than he could furnish it. He asked 
if they would allow him to see the paper they used. The 
manager said it would only be a waste of time for them to 
go to the warerooms to examine it, and added that he was 
willing to pay a little mor for the same quality of paper 
from old firms in London, with which they had dealt a 
long time, than to purchase American paper. He finally 
consented, however, to show the paper, and in reply to a 
question as to price, said that he paid 71% cents for it. Th 
American offered to furnish the same quality for 5 cents 
The manager declared it was impossible. The America 
held the paper up to the light and said: “That is the manu 
iacturer’s private mark, is it not?” He then showed hi: 
paper, and the mark on it was the same.\ That firm ha 
been buying American paper from an English hous: 
which represented it as its own manufacture, and wa 
selling it at an advance of 50 per cent. on America' 
prices. A 40-ton order was given then and there.

Since our recent conference in regard to the matter in your peti- 
tion, under date of May 1, for shorter hours, a meeting of the direc- 
tors of this company has been held, and the opinion of those present 
was unanimous, that there are in your petition some features that 
are entirely reasonable and worthy of careful, fair-minded and even 
liberal consideration. 

The part of your petition which appeals to us most strongly is 
that which sets forth the fact that the hours of labor required of 
firemen are too long for men employed in this class of work. We 
ippreciate and even concede the reasonableness of this part of your 
petition, especially as applied to our larger plants, where the hours 
ire not only long, but the nature of the work is also of necessity 
strenuous. 

The directors of this company are also unanimously of the opinion 
hat the principle involved is one which should have consideration 
from a much broader view than as affecting only one small branch 
of its tour workers. The number of tour workers employed in other 
ranches of our work is large as compared with the few employed 
as firemen, and if we recognize the reasonableness of the claims of 
the few we must not neglect the interests of the many. Should we 
favor the claims of one branch of the tour workers and disregard 
hose of the others, we simply sow seeds of discontent among the 
irge body of our workers, which can only lead to unsatisfactory 
relations between the employer and the employed. 

In no large manufacturing industry have the relations between the 
employer and the employee been happier than in that of paper manu 
facturing. Relations of this nature have been attained in the 
ast and can be maintained in the future only through fair-minded 
onsideration on both sides of the interests of each. It is our earnest 
lesire, as we know it must be yours, that any questions of interest 
irising between us may be discussed in that calm and dispassionate 
manner which is the only way through which any lasting and satis 
factory agreement can be arrived at.

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DEATH OF THOMAS DUNCAN. 


He Passed Away in New York Last Thursday—His Long 
Connection with the Trade—Sketch of 
His Career. 





Thomas Duncan, the treasurer and general manager of 
the Duncan Company, manufacturer of paper and pulp, 
Mechanicville, N. Y., died at his home, No. 1 West 
Sixty-eighth street, New York, on Thursday last. 

Prominent among the large representation from the pa 
per trade who attented the funeral services on Sunday

On the arrival of the train bearing the funeral party 
at Hartford, Conn., where the interment was to take place, 
a large delegation of old friends and acquaintances of the 
late Mr. Duncan was assembled. It included the trustees 
of the Hartford Theological Seminary, L. Brainard, of the 
Hartford Paper Company, and many business men from 
Holyoke, Springfield, Mass., and from Hartford. 

Mr. Duncan was a native of Scotland, having been 
born in Markinch, Fifeshire, on August 13, 1832, being 


the son of Thomas and Agnes Drybury Duncan. He 
was educated in the parochial schools, and when twenty 
years of age came to this country. He had learned his 
trade of paper making in Scotland, and at once went to 
work in the paper mills here. He was at one time super- 
intendent for Peter Adams, at Buckland, Conn. 

On May 1, 1869, he became a partner in L. Brainard & 
Co., which firm was succeeded by the Hartford Paper 
Company, of which concern Mr. Duncan was vice-presi-

dent at the time of his death, being for nearly his whole 
connection with the business the manager of it. 

In 1885 Mr. Duncan became the general manager, and 
in 1890 general manager and treasurer of the Hudson 
River Water Power and Paper Company, which company 
began its career as a manufacturer of soda fibre. Later 
the company built a large paper mill, and yet later added 
a sulphite mill to its plant at Mechanicville, N. Y., all un- 
der the supervision of Mr. Duncan. A few years ago the 
corporation changed its name to that of the Duncan Com- 
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pany. Mr. Duncan took a keen, active interest in the 
development of the company’s property to. its present 
proportions, and often expressed his satisfaction at being 
able to carry out the plans as he and his confréres had 
laid them out years ago. 

In the early days of the sulphite business in this coun- 
try Mr. Duncan was interested in the Globe Sulphite 
Boiler Company that was engaged in building sulphite 
digesters. Mr. Duncan was also interested in the Yaryan 
Company, builder of a system for evaporating alkalis in 
connection with the manufacture of wood fibre, retaining 
that interest up to the time of his death. 

Mr. Duncan was twice married, first on August 27, 1854 
to Grace Yule, who died in 1867. Three years later he 
married Jeanette Gillis, who, with two sons, John C. and 
Thomas E., and one daughter, Mrs. J. B. Eggleston, of 
Meriden, Conn., survive him. The sons are both identified 
with the Duncan Company, the first named taking his 
father’s place as general manager during the latter’s sick 
ness, while Thomas E. has been in charge of the mills. 

For long years Mr. Duncan lived in Connecticut, and in 
1875 and 1876 he represented the town of Windsor in the 
State Legislature. The town hall and one grammar school 
were also built under his direction. He was a strong Re 
publican, and had taken part in Republican national con 
ventions as delegate at large from Connecticut. 

Mr. Duncan was a man of excellent businesss qualities 
He was strong in his convictions, and adhered tenaciously 
to the judgments that he had reached after mature delib 
eration. He was thoroughly progressive in his business 
methods, adopting proved new devices in his line of work, 
and being always willing to improve his facilities for man 
ufacturing. He was of sterling integrity, and his word was 
a finality to be lived up to. He has been for many years 
a leading member of the trade, and was held in respect and 
esteem by all who came in contact with him.

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THE MACHINISTS’ STRIKE. 


Babcock & Wilcox Company’s Boiler Makers Go Out— 
Strained Relations at Watertown—Progress of 
Matters in Miami Valley. 


The boiler makers employed by the Babcock & Wilcox 
Company, at Bayonne, N. J., went on strike on Monday 
morning. The men demand a nine hour working day with- 
out reduction in wages. Three hundred men are out. In 
addition to the boiler makers, 100 machinists and as many 
helpers, riveters and millwrights employed at the works 
are on strike, having gone out last week, when the general 
strike of machinists was begun. The boiler makers were 
called out by a delegate of the boiler makers’ union. 


Strained Relations at Watertown. 
[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Watertown, N. Y., May 27, 1901.—The strike situation 
in this city between the union machinists and employers is 
becoming strained. The Bagley & Sewall Company says 
that it will not take strikers back into its employ unless 
they leave the union, and H. A. Lefebvre, manager of the 
Harmon Machine Company, goes even further. In line with 
his policy the Harmon Machine Company has notified the 
two union men remaining in its employ that their services 
were no longer required, and advised them that if they would 
leave the union they could have a job any time when the 
company needed men in their line. On the other hand the 
men say they stand just as firm, if not firmer than at any 
time gince the beginning of the strike. The Harmon Ma-

Unsatisfactory Conditions in the Miami Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, May 27, 1901.—Complications arose the 
latter part of last week in the matter of the adjustment of 
the difficulties among the machinists in this locality, and the 
situation was most unsatisfactory. Immediate settlements 
were expected in most shops, particularly since the non- 
union men remained loyal to the manufacturers for awhile, 
but within a few days the situation changed considerably, 
and for a time it was feared that complete disorder would 
follow. There is little doubt that wisdom will prevail and 


that an agreement satisfactory to all concerned will be 
reached in the course of time. The Stilwell-Bierce & 
Smith-Vaile Company was disposed to treat with the men, 
and is said to have made a reasonable proposition, which 
was accepted by the machinists in the east shops. At least 
the employees of the east factory did not strike for several 
days, but finally followed the men from the west shops, and 
affairs were brought to a comparative standstill. The com- 
pany was willing to make concessions, it is stated, but was 
not willing to turn the complete management of the fac- 
tory over to the union. The wage scale is reported to have 
been satisfactory to the company, also the nine hour work- 
ing day, but the company sought the right to employ and 
discharge any of the men it desired, for cause. While the 
factory was crippled considerably for some time, it is not 
thought that complications will increase, and an early ad- 
justment is expected. Several hundred machinists in Day- 
ton appear to be remaining firm, but it is known that they 
will be glad to take their old places in the course of a 
short time. They are receiving support from other unions. 

In various plants affiliated with the trade but little 
trouble was experienced by reason of the character of work- 
men employed. The Seybold Machine Company, contrary 
to expectations, found that a number wanted to walk out, 
and after some delay they were allowed to do so. The 
Dayton Globe Iron- Works were not so materially affected, 
as many of the employees decided long ago to hold their 
places under any consideration. 

At Hamilton the machinists employed in the Black & 
Clawson Company's shops remained on duty longer than 
many of the others, and finally went out, but the company 
is inclined to treat with the men and deemed it expedient 
to close down certain departments for a time. The Niles 
Tool Company employed the largest number of machinists 
in Hamilton, and upon the settlement made by this concern 
will depend the result of conferences among other employ- 
ers in that town. Several engine companies are involved. 

Similar trouble was encountered in Springfield, Piqua 
and other towns in the valley, but the matter will be 
straightened out, it is thought, before many days have 
passed. ‘In Dayton the National Cash Register Company’s 
plant is still closed, and 2,300 men and women are out of 
employment. Several other strikes among different trades 
also occurred and the local situation is dismal. That sus- 
pensions among certain manufacturers has had its effect 
upon the paper trade cannot longer be denied. M. V.

Paper and cardboard were exported from Boulogne 
last year to the extent of 1,273 tons, and in the previous 
year to the extent of 1,293 tons. 

The Badische Anilin and Soda Fabrik of Ludwigshafen 
a-L Rhine, Germany, shows a profit for the year 1900 of 
£481,400, as against £448,900 in 1899, an increase of £32,500 

A dividend of 3% per cent. has been declared on last 
year’s working by the Actien Gesellschaft fiir Kaiser- 
lich Koniglichen Privilegirten Papierfabrik Schl6gmiuhl! 
Austria. 

Swedish chemical wood fibre (dry) was exported dur- 
ing the first quarter of 1901 to the extent of 21,988 metre 
tons, against 23,057 metre tons for the corresponding 
period of last year. The exports of moist were 1,686 
metre tons, against 614 tons. 

During the first quarter of 1901 Sweden exported 13,551 
metre tons of paper, against 11,304 metre tons during the 
corresponding period iast year. During the first quarter 
of 1901 she imported 348 tons of paper, against 358 tons 
during the corresponding period last year. 

Mechanical wood pulp (dry) was exported from Swe- 
den during the first quarter of the present year to the 
extent of 10,815 metre tons, against 8800 metre tons 
during the corresponding period of last year; the exports 
of moist were 1,992 metre tons, against 1,611 metre tons. 

The German paper trade and commercial treaties are 
discussed in a pamphlet lately published by Mr. Hager. 
He opposes the demand for an increase of the import 
duties on paper. He says the importation of foreign 
articles is only very small compared with the total con- 
sumption; for instance, mechanical wood pulp, 1.3 per 
cent; chemical pulp, 8.3 per cent.; paper and boards, 2 
per cent., and surface papers, 8 per cent. In the event of 
a customs war and the inability to sell in foreign markets 
goods previously exported would be offered for sale 
locally, and thus reduce values.

The Cook-Vivian Company, paper dealer, occupying 
the building Nos. 187 to 195 Congress street, has just 
completed quite a line of improvements and enlargements 
to its business quarters, the company utilizing the entire 
building of four stories and basement, each floor having 
an area of 6,000 square feet. In the basement are carried 
book papers; the street floor is devoted largely to flat pa- 
pers and envelopes, with spacious office quarters.

On the next floor is the company’s ruling depart- 
ment, the top floor being given to the storage of paper.

Extremes in the Cog Business. 


Everyone is familiar with the humorous cuts contrasting 
the fat man and the lean man, and the tall man and the 
short man; but the N. P. Bowsher Company, South Bend, 
Ind., submit a cut showing how extremes meet in its line 
of business. The 20-inch mill cog, of which an illustration 
is printed herewith, is used at one of the great water power 
centres of the country, while the 2-inch cog is used in a 
prosperous factory in New England. The larger cogs, 
amounting to a wagon load, were sent by express, as the 
emergency of the customer’s need required it; and as the 
Bowsher Company makes shipment with its usual prompt- 
ness, the least possible time elapsed from the hour of 
placing the order until the cogs -were in the wheel. 
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The firm that uses the cogs writes the N. P. Bowshe: 
Company as follows: “These 20-inch cogs transmit 1,400 
horse power, and the wheel was filled with your cogs in 
eight hours, whereas it required from seven to ten days 
to make the repairs by the old method.”

President Hastings, of the American Paper and Pulp 
Association, has issued a notice to the trade that, provided 
it is agreeable, he will call a meeting of the association, to 
be held at Niagara Falls on August 15, 16 and 17. He 
asks that those receiving the notice make known to him at 
once whether they will attend, and how many of their 
friends they will bring along. 

The last midsummer meeting of the association, held at 
Niagara Falls, was a most enjoyable affair, and that it was 
so was in very large part due to the energetic work of 
President Hastings, who had not then been placed in the 
presiding officer’s chair. That that meeting was such a 
thorough success is a most certain guarantee that the pro- 


posed gathering will be the same. 


Paper and ‘the Tariff. 


During the examination of President Chisholm, of the 
International Paper Company before the Industrial Com- 
mission, the question of the removal of the tariff on paper 
was brought to the fore, he being asked what his opinion 
as to the effect of such removal would be. He replied that 
it would lessen production, decrease wages and reduce op- 
portunities for employment. Many of the daily newspapers 
have been giving much space to portraying the horrors of 
a protective tariff as applied to paper, which they buy, but 
they have been equally enthusiastic in picturing it as an 
unmixed blessing when applied to other articles. The fact 
is they have been ardent adherents of the protective tariff 
system, except when its working bore upon a market in 
which they were directly interested. Now they join in 
chorus asking for special privileges. They have prayed 
Congress that they be made a favored class, and that the 
duties on paper and pulp be repealed. 

The fact is that their appeal will not be heard, nor will 
any appeal for such special privileges be heard. And it 
should not be. There would be no justice nor fairness in 
granting it, even considering it by itself and without re- 
gard to the conditions of the market. 

The fact, however, is that the American newspaper pub- 
lisher is buying his paper to-day at less than the newspaper 
publisher in any other country. The Canadian publisher, 
located just the other side of an invisible line, pays more 
for his paper. So does the English newspaper publisher, in 
a market that is demoralized, and where in its present state 
a well-known English manufacturer says: “Why, you can’t 
give paper away in England.” The German publisher, as 
he pays a price for his “news” very considerably above 
that paid here, groans, and while denouncing the paper 
maker threatens to build his own mill, and so it goes in 
any country whose news paper market you compare with 
ours. The United States newspaper publisher is well off, 
so far as the price he pays for paper is concerned. He 
may not be able to charge back as much waste as he once 
did; he may not be able to determine almost absolutely 
what the size of the paper maker’s recompense shall be, as 
he formerly did; he may have to buy his paper at a 
definite price per pound and pay the price, the waste being 
determined by a clause of the contract and not by the 
press men, but on strict business principles he has distinct 
advantages of which his brethren in other countries would 
like to avail themselves, and of which they are taking ad- 
vantage more and more, as the growth*ef our export trade 


shows. 


Technical Education. 

We print on another page of this issue of THE PAPER 
TRADE JOURNAL the questions used in the City and Guilds 
of London Institute’s examination on “Paper Manufac- 
ture.” They are interesting, and show a decided improve- 
ment over their predecessors. They are eminently prac- 
tical, and it is only fair to say that the student who an- 
swers them correctly must be well up in his line. 

Referring to these examination. papers, Paper and Pulp 
comments on them as follows: 


A mere book knowledge of the subject is not sufficient 
to answer these questions, which is a matter for congratu- 
lation. At the same time, it would be interesting to know 
how many of the candidates have had opportunities of 
practically studying the subject tn the various departments 
of the mill.. The Paper Makers’ Association has supple- 
mented the prizes granted by the Institute to successful 
candidates, and has interested itself in the subject in other 
ways, but, without reflecting in any way on what it has 


scen fit to do, we are of opinion that the association would 
do infinitely more good if its individual members gave 
promising young men in their employment an opportunity 
of gaining practical experience in each department. There 
are one or two mills, we believe, where this is done, but 
they are the exception. On the other hand, there are mills 
which not only do not afford their workmen facilities for 
learning their trade, but actually use their influence to 
prevent paper making classes being held in their neigh 
borhood, on the ground that their trade secrets might 
leak out! But for the opposition of the proprietors of one 
of the largest mills in the country paper making classes 
would have been started last year in an important centre 
Now, we venture to assert that there are very few papers 
made in this country in connection with the manufacture 
of which there is any secret, and very few processes of 
any value that are not patented and their details there 
fore common knowledge to anyone who cares to pay 8d 
for a copy of the specification. We are further of opinion 
that it is this ignorant obstinacy and gross carelessness 
on the part of proprietors of paper mills that is responsible 
for other countries getting ahead of us in paper making 
We have been assured by prominent paper makers that 
we are as well placed as any country for successful com 
petition in paper, and we can only therefore conclude that 
it is for want of technical ability that we fail. The Paper 
Makers’ Association has done a little toward realizing a 
better state of things, but after all it is only a very little 
that has been done, and until the trade realizes that this is 
not a subject to be played with, but of the most vital im 
portance, we fear there will not be much improvement. 


It is true that a student cannot become a_ successful 
paper maker by the mere reading of books. He must 
apply his knowledge, thus gained, in a practical way, the 
theoretical and practical each supplementing the other 
The strictures of Paper and Pulp upon the_,position taken 
by the British paper trade as to the alleged existence of 
trade secrets and their disclosure are well founded, and 
one factor that has made for the progress of the industry 
in the United States is that our mills and processes have 


been open for mnapartion and study. 


Talking Back. 
Last February the World’s Paper Trade Review, of Lon 


don, made some comments on the fact that ‘Imperial 


Federation” was an idea that had in it more of politics and 


sentiment than business. In the course of its comments, 


which we reprinted at that time, the paper referred to said 
in effect that while Canada was very ready to talk in favor 
of the idea, she sent her orders for goods elsewhere than 
to the Mother Country. 

The Canadian Manufacturer reprints the comments re 
ferred to and then talks back in the following fashion: 


{t is this kind of nonsense and whine that makes one 
tired. Our contemporary should bear in mind that its 
criticisms are two-edged, and that the prevailing senti- 
ment in Canada with regard to trade is one that obtains 
to a large degree in Great Britain. During the fiscal year 
ended with June 30, 1900, Canada sold abroad one finished 
paper product—wall paper—of which Great Britain took 
less than § per cent. and the United States more 79 per 
cent. In the same year Great Britain purchased less than 
5 per cent. of the pulp wood we exported and the United 
States 95 per cent. In the same year Great Britain took 
only 31 per cent. of our exports of paper pulp and the 
United States 65 per cent. Of course, it is rather disap- 
pointing to British paper makers to find that Canada 
takes such a comparatively small quantity of their prod- 
ucts from them; but what are Canadian paper makers to 
think when they can sell so little of the same kind of 
goods to the Mother Country? So, too, regarding our 
imports of paper and manufactures of, for we find that 
in the year alluded to, of the $1,261,382 worth bought from 
the two countries Great Britain supplied us with only 21 
per cent. and the United States with 79 per cent. Why? 
Because the United States could supply us with more 
suitable goods at cheaper prices. That’s why. Great 
Britain is quite willing to take advantage of the preferen- 
tial reduction of duty Canada offers, which preference the 
United States does not enjoy, and yet this latter country 
of aliens can do better for us than our beloved Mother 
Country. As our contemporary observes, the fact seems 
to be that our British brethren can and do talk a lot about 
the unity of feeling between us, but when it comes to 
making just such goods as we require, as our Yankee 
neighbors do, and at competitive prices, they are simply 
not in it. They either will not or cannot do it. 


The English editor reprints the above, and then closes 
the case as follows: 


The British manufacturer stands just the same chance 
of securing trade in the British colonies as does the Ger- 
man, the Dutchman and no moge. If he can’t keep “up 
with the procession” then the foreigner gets the order, 
and the sooner firms at home recognize that mere political 
sentiment, as a factor in trade, is only so much thin air, 
the better for them Judging from what our consuls 
abroad tell us there is a good deal of sound truth in our 
contemporary’s last paragraph. The conserVatism dis- 
played by so many firms, in not adapting their products 
to the requirements of féreign markets, is letting our Con- 
tinental and Yankee competitors in almost everywhere. 

All of this shows a just appreciation of the situation by 
both parties to the argument. The Canadian buys his 
goods in the United States and gives excellent reasons for 
so doing. The Englishman agrees with the colonial’s 
view of the case. They are both satisfied, and so are 


United States manufacturers. What more could be asked?

Miami Valley Canal Trolley.

Dayton, Ohio, May 27, 1901.—As an indication of the

I 
have done nothing, not because I have not always been in- 
terested, but because circumstances have prevented me, and 
then, too, | held back hoping that some older man in trade 
affairs would take the initiative. If I started out to interest 
members of the trade in an organization it may appear that 
I am anxious to take a leading part in the organization. 
I desire no such honor. I know that there are wiser heads 
and more experienced in the trade, who are well qualified 
to become the officers of an organization, and though I 
have determined this week to interview members of the 
trade—I started out to-day to do so—I trust that if an or- 
ganization is formed—and one is really necessary—those 
experienced members may be chosen as officers.”

3UFFALO, N. Y., May 27, 1901.—At a meeting of repre- 
sentatives of the various passenger associations of the 
country, held here last week, it was decided to adopt a 
uniform kind of paper to be used in the making of railroad 
tickets. The object of this action is to make the forgery 
of tickets a difficult matter. 


Examination of Asbestos. 

An engineer, A. J. Jacobsen, of Copenhagen, has re- 
cently completed a series of experiments to determine the 
relative value of the different grades of asbestos. He paid 
particular attention to determine the resistance to high 
temperatures. He submitted various samples to the tem- 
perature of 210° for sixty-four hours, and found the 
different grades to be affected very differently under these 
conditions. The experimenters concluded that better re- 
sults in the examining of asbestos could be attained with 
a microscope than by chemical processes. These experi- 
ments were made in the laboratory of the Government 
Railway of Denmark. 

The Revue Technique cites the case of an ocean steam- 
ship which made four round trips between Glasgow and 
New York; the pistons of the engine were packed with 
asbestos, and required no attention during the time oc- 
cupied by these four trips, and at the end did not appear 
to have suffered materially.

The train 
consists of nine carloads of Victor turbines and appurte 
nances, there being five 39-inch, one 24-inch, two 21-inch 
and one 18-inch improved cylinder gate Victor turbines, 
with penstocks, draft tubes, &c.

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LABOR OBSERVATIONS.* 


Tendency of the Present Time—Importance of Having a 
Competent Superintendent—Suggestions as to 
Improvements in Factories. 


By H. P. Sears. 

Mr. PRESIDENT AND GENTLEMEN OF THE WESTERN 
PareR Box MANUFACTURERS AssociATION—Perhaps the 
most important part of a manufacturing business is that 
of labor. It is the intelligent, well directed labor which 
decides the success or failure of all mills, shop and any 
industry in which labor is employed. We may install a 
plant with the best of machinery which science and skill can 
produce and if the man manipulating the machine is not 
skillful and does not perform his task intelligently, the re- 
sult will be poor product, much waste and great loss finan- 
cially. The manufacturing supremacy of the United States 
among nations is largely due to the genius, skill and in- 
telligence of her labor. We have demonstrated to the 
world what can be done with educated labor. We are a 
working nation. We work with muscle and with brain; 
muscle holds the tool, brain and nerve direct it. We have 
the material for the successful accomplishment of all enter- 
prises. What is necessary is one who will direct, systema- 
tize and organize. 

The tendency at the present time is toward consolidation 
and organization. This idea is demonstrated in a single 
plant—take for illustration the manufacture of paper boxes: 
You have a machine for scoring, staying, ending, folding, 
and covering. You have consolidated a number of sepa- 
rate and entirely different machines and organized them, 
so that all are used in the manufacture of a single box. 
The success of your business depends upon the running 
of these machines in unison. If one machine is stopped 
by the sickness of the operator or by breaking, your whole 
plant is shut down and the product stops for the time be- 
ing. Therefore, it follows that the consolidation of these 
several machines in one plant is necessary if you would 
have it complete in every particular. 

Many manufacturers are not practical men. They have 
not been taught how to run the machines used in their 
mill and therefore are not competent to superintend and 
direct. It is a paramount necessity that they employ a 
superintendent or foreman who has by experience ac- 
quired a knowledge of the use of every machine. If we 
could know the history of the cause of failure of many 
manufacturing industries, it would be traced to the in- 
competency of superintendent or foreman—therefore it 
follows that the success of a business depends upon a 
thorough knowledge oi all details. The product of a mill 
is sold at the market price, or for a price which has been 
established by our competitors, and the article which we 
manufacture must be produced at a cost below the selling 
price which will give a percentage of profit and allow for 
deterioration of stock and machinery. We know what the 
material costs, but the labor is often estimated, and in our 
eagerness to get orders we underestimate this important 
part of the cost. The foreman should know the cost of 
labor and in his estimate allow for all contingencies. He 
must know his workmen. He must know their capabili- 
ties. He must know where one is superior to another. 
He must know when the machine which is in operation is 
not in proper condition to get good results. He should 
know from actual figures the production of each machine 
per hour or for the day and who was the operator. This 
requires a systematic adjustment of the routine of a mill 
or shop, which is necessary, as the foreman must ever be 
ready to give the office a cost of manufacture. A foreman 
must be an encyclopedia of all the details in the mill. 
Some manufacturers demand too much of their foreman 
and take time which he should have for a proper oversight 
of the departments. 

The responsibility of a foreman is great. He must not 
only answer all questions from the office, but he must 
decide promptly whenever the help come to him for in- 
structions in certain contingencies. He must have his 
temper always well in hand and never have on enough 
steam to blow off the safety valve. He must be ready to 
adjust all controversies between one employee and an- 
other, and should act impartially but in the interests of 
the business, as the employee should know that the ulti- 
mate success of the mill is of more importance than his 
personal wishes. It is also necessary that he should adjust 
all differences between the employer and laborer to pre- 
vent if possible a strike, Strikes are often started by in- 
cidents which in the beginning are trivial, and if proper 
tact is used and concessions made the danger will be passed 
What to do, when and how 
Employ- 


without serious consequences 
to do it, can only be learned by experience 
ers of labor should look out for employees’ personal com- 
fort when at work. Where women are employed the mill 
should be warm, and all danger from cold draughts ob- 
awiated. Suitable closéts sliould be provided, and time

given for the washing of hands and putting on of wraps 
before shutting down for lunch or for the day. 

Electric gongs should be in every department and the 
time of day should be rung each hour to avoid constant 
watching of the clock. Safety guards should be placed 
on all machinery when practicable. Indemnity insurance 
should be carried by every manufacturer. A system of 
accident and sickness insurance should be instituted by 
the operatives of every mill, and would be productive of 
good results. If accident insurance companies can do 
business at a profit, insurance conducted upon the same 
lines by the empioyees of a large mill would produce a 
fund which could be drawn upon when incapacitated for 
work. 

If workmen are injured who are not carrying accident 
insurance, mill owners are expected to pay for medical at- 
tendance and provide them with food until they can return 
to work, when, as often occurs, the accident was because 
of neglect and carelessness on the part of the employee, 
and not because of any defective safeguard. 

If a system of accident and sick protection was encour- 
aged and fostered, it would prevent the possibility of suits 
in law to recover damage, and give the employee a protec- 
tion from the necessity of asking charity. Another innova- 
tion which has been tried successfully is the fitting up of 
a room in or near the mill “to be used at lunch time,” with 
tables and lunch counter, where can be purchased a lunch 
with hot coffee or tea. I know of two mills which have 
joined forces and provide such a place where can be pro- 
cured a lunch at cost prices. 

The sharing of profits has been tried by some mills. The 
result has been that the workman evinces more interest in 
the business, he is less wasteful of stock; if a fellow work- 
man is incompetent it is reported to the foreman and he is 
laid off or discharged. It also encourages him to make 
suggestions of improvements in machines which are often 
of great benefit. How profit sharing should be accom- 
plished depends on circumstances. Some manufacturers 
give a per cent. of the net profits; others sell shares of 
stock to be paid for from the profits. These shares can be 
transferable and are worth at any time the amount which 
has been paid and entered upon them. Profit sharing pro- 
motes friendship with the employee; there are less changes, 
therefore more efficient work. 

Reading rooms have been started and small libraries pro- 
vided by some employers of labor. The National Cash 
Register Company, of Dayton, Ohio, is in the van in pro- 
viding for its employees all the modern conveniences for 
study and recreation. 

Manufacturers should not treat their workmen as slaves; 
they should be interested in their personal welfare, and if 
they cannot personally look them up when absent from 
work, they should send someone todo so. By so doing dis- 
tress may be relieved and the spread of contagious diseases 
avoided. 

An indication of the better feeling between employer and 
workman is evidenced by the erection of mills providing 
all necessary conditions for better ventilation and sanitation, 
Abundant sunlight is a feature, and with the use of elec- 
tricity has come the elevator, electric bells, electric lights 
and many conveniences which lighten labor. 

The laborer has always been and always will be the slave 
of wealth. Many of us can remember when the colored 
man was bought and sold, when his value in dollars de- 
pended upon his age and physical condition. The value of 
a laboring man to-day, to his employer, depends upon his 
age, mental and physical condition. The black slave was 
not able unaided to gain his freedom. The laboring man 
unaided is not able to rise from his poverty. Knowing 
these facts, it is the duty of those possessing wealth and 
employing labor to provide commodious workshops, well 
ventilated, and that the laws governing sanitation be strict- 
ly adhered to; also to spend liberally the money accumu- 
lated by the employment of men “who have made it possi- 
ble for them to possess riches” in a way and for a purpose 
to improve their condition. 

It goes without saying that there are less labor troubles 
in the paper box trade than in many other industries of the 
country. So far as we know paper box manufacturers have 
complied with all the laws governing labor. They pay good 
wages for services rendered, and towns gladly pay a bonus 


to have them locate in their limits. 





Wisconsin Dam Plan Abandoned.

AppLeton, Wis., May 27, 1901.—Your correspondent is 
informed authoritatively that the plan for building a new 
dam across the Wisconsin River and the construction of a 
new paper mill on the power thus created, all under the 
auspices of the Consolidated Water Power Company, has 
been abandoned for this year. Up to a short time ago it 
was felt that all the interests were being harmonized, so 
as to make it possible to go ahead with the enterprise 
this season, but it is now understood that the men at the 
head of the affair have determined to wait another year.

A CHEMICAL PRINTING PAPER. 





James Asher Writes Concerning a New Paper That Can Be 
Made as Cheap as Ordinary Stock, but That 
Produces Remarkable Results. 


James Asher writes concerning a new paper that pro- 
duces wonderful results and that can be made as cheap as 
ordinary stock. Concerning it, he says: 

Mr. Green, of London, has recently invented a chemical 
paper which may be printed without ink and without pre- 
vious moistening or other preparation on the part of the 
printer. The chemicals are mixed with the paper pulp 
during manufacture. The paper can be made at as low 
cost as common paper, because only low priced chemicals 
are necessary. The paper is white, and it is not affected 
in any other manner than by currents of electricity. It 
will last for any length of time. It gives a jet black, last- 
ing impression, and requires neither drying nor other 
treatment after the printing has been effected. The print- 
ing machine is a common printing press from which the 
inking devices have been removed. The part which carries 
the paper is made of metal. Types and cuts of any de- 
sign may be used. 

Either a dynamo or a battery has one of its terminals 
electrically connected with the cylinder which bears the pa- 
per, while the other terminal is connected with the form. 
During the passage of the paper through the machine the 
current of electricity passes through the paper and causes 
electrolysis of the chemicals therein contained, leaving 
dense black stains having exactly the same form as the 
types. A current of 4 amperes at from 10 to I10 volts is 
sufficient in machines of the largest size. The power 
necessary to drive the machine is less than usual, because 
of the absence of inking machinery. The cost of the press 
is said to be about two-thirds that of the common press, 
and the cost of the electric current is only one-half the 
cost of ink. At Blackpool a rotary press printed at the 
rate of 100 copies a minute and is claimed to be doing ab- 
solutely perfect work. Whether or not the blackening ef- 
fect extends quite through the paper has not been. stated. 
If extending quite through it would practically prevent the 
use of the new method in printing newspapers or other 
sheets requiring words on both sides. On the other hand, 
if the blackening effect extends through the sheet there 
may be a chance to secure the advantage of manifold 
printing by merely passing several superposed sheets 
through the machine at the same time. Currents of higher 
tension than usual would be necessary in manifold printing. 

It seems to me that several other uses might be made oi 
the new paper. It might be used instead of the trouble- 
some moistened paper in automatic telegraphs which chem- 
ically record the messages. Even telegraphs which record 
with ink, such as Wheatstone’s automatic, the Morse ink- 
writer, Meyer’s autographic telegraph, the telautograph, 
and perhaps even the siphon recorder used on submarine 
cables, could use the new paper with great advantage. In 
some of these the current which passes through the paper 
would not pass over the line, but a relay would bring a 
local current into action, by means of which the required 
impressions would be recorded. Printing telegraphs, such 
as the stock ticker, Hughes’ printer, and even the very 
rapid page printer recently patented by Mr. Buckingham, 
might record their messages by electrolysis in Green’s pa- 
per. Possibly it would be practicable to record the mes- 
sages on several papers superposed, and so produce the de- 
sirable result of manifolding in all the telegraphs in which 
the paper could be used. 

Manifolding on typewriters could also be done in a sim- 
ilar manner. A metallic cylinder, bearing the paper, would 
be necessary. It might even be advisable to use this paper 
on typewriters when printing single sheets in many large 
offices. 

Again, a person could with a metallic pencil in an in- 
sulating holder perform the operation of writing single 
sheets or do manifold work. The electric wires would be 
connected with the top of the pencil and with a metal plate 
under the paper. It would be possible to considerably 
diminish the chances of forgery were a business man to use 
the chemical paper in his transactions, either with the type- 
writer or with the metallic pencil in the manner which | 
have just proposed. ,

Questions for the Ordinary and Honors Grades Used in the 
Recent City and Guilds of London Institute 
Examinations in England. 





The following questions set at the examinations fixed 
for May 1, in connection with the City and Guilds of Lon- 
don Institute, show an improvement compared with prev- 
ious years, as more attention has been given by the author 
ities to matters having a bearing on the practical side of 
paper making.

State also what steps you would take to prevent the color 
from fading when in contact with the animal size. (30.) 

3. How are the following fibres detected in a paper: 
Jute, esparto (cellulose), mechanical wood? How would 
you estimate the quantity of each when in admixture with 
rag fibre only? (30.) 

4. What are the advantages, if any, possessed by plate- 
glazed papers as compared with those finished on the 
supercalender? What precautions would you take to pre- 
vent variations in color when friction-glazing soft-sized 
pink printing paper? (20.) 

5. A delivery of pulp of 1,769 bales, unbleached sulphite, 
with 12 per cent. moisture (allowed) is to be sampled and 
the moisture determined. Give exact particulars of the 
test and the form in which the result is expressed. (20.) 

6. Suppose a machine so fitted that the wire frame can 
be raised or lowered from the breast roll as desired: what 
variations from the level would you make when running 
the following grades: (1) Strong rag cartridges, (2) news, 
(3) fine printings, (4) blottings, (5) thin sulphite caps? 
State your reasons in each case. (25.) 

7. State exactly how you would treat for conversion 
into half stuff, new cotton pieces, new linens (gray), ma- 
nila ropes and broke from tub-sized writings.
